in Greece. He was bred to books, and after- 
wards acquired a considerable fortune by com- 
'mercial pursuits, when he went to Bucharest 
‘to form a plan for the deliverance of his coun- 
try. 
{We translate the following paragraphs from 
| the Constitutional of April — Full of en- 
‘ergy and activity, enjoying the high consider- 
ation of the most distinguished men of his na- 
tion, and possessing in a remarkable degree 
the qualities of a popular orator, he judged 
that the best way to secure a general and unt- 
| form insurrection, would be to establish an ex- 
| tensive secret society on the continent and in 
ithe islands. Bishops, archbishops, rich mer- 
‘chants, literati, captains by land and sea—the 
flower of the Greek nation—and many stran- 
cers devoted to the cause of civilization and 
|humanity, speedily became members of the 
society. Even some powerful Turks joined 
\in the cause, and among others the famous 
Passwan Oglou: for enlightened men of all 
‘religions are the natural enemies of those ab- 
‘solute governments which threaten the for- 
tunes and the existence of men, and which 
are noless dangerous to virtue, fidelity and 
obedience. 

When the foumdation of the society had been 
laid, Phigas happened unfortunately to fix his 
residence at Vienna, where he established a 
secret correspondence with his associates, 
published a Greek journal for the instruction 
of his countrymen, and translated several 
French works into modern Greek. He com 
posed in the vulgar idiom various songs, cal- 
culated to cherish in the minds of the young 
Grecks a hatred of slavery and a love of glory ; 
and had a large map of Greece engraved, on 
|which all the renowned places were designa- 
}ted by their ancient as well as their m n 
| names. 
| Inthe midst of these operations, a perfitiions 
|countryman denounced him to the Aastrian 
| Government with eight of his friends. That 
| government had no reasonable cause of com- 
| plaintagainst them, as they were only prepar- 


‘ing for the deliverance of their countrymen ; 
‘so that, instead of doing them any injery, had 
it only been in the times of the Crusades, they 
‘would have been placed at the head of the 
phalanxes marching against the oppressors of 
| the eastern Christians. Instead of this, how- 
lever, they were arrested in 1798, in the capi- 
|talofa Christian state, and by order of the 
| government of that country, sent to Constan- 
tinople, to be delivered to the inhuman agents 
| of the Grand Seignior. Fortunately for them, 
, their conductors feared they might be deliver- 
ed by Passwan Oglou, and precipitated them 
all into the Danube ; so that they were at least 
freed from the terrible torments which must 
have awaited them at Constantinople.

British Accra, Jan. 31, 1824, 

Dear Sir--This will be handed you by Capt. 
Bunney of the brig Elizabeth, who is now ly- 
ing off and on, and as she touches at Barba- 
does, I cannot let slip this opportunity of wri- 
ting a few lines. 

It is with the greatest concern I have toin- 
form you that the Ashantees have made anat- 
tack upon Sir Charles M‘Arthy’s division of 
the army, upon the Gold Coast, and complete- 
ly routed it; most of the officers killed, and 
Sir Charles himself wounded in two places du- 
ring the action, and now missing. They came 
down 15,000 strong; Sir Charles’s division 
was not more than one third that number.~ 
The battle was fought on the 2ist inst. pear 
Sicondee, and Jasted from 2 P. M. until6 P. 
M., when Sir Charles, having expended all 
his ammunition, was surrounded, and his ar- _ 
my completely routed. The Ashantees how- 
ever sustained a great loss, and it is pot known — 
where they are gone to. 

There were fourteen officers with Sir Charles 
when the action commenced, and only one, a 3 
Lieut. Erskine, escaped (o tell the tale of woe. } 
Among the slain are some of the principal and 
oldest merchants at Cape Coast ; those that I 
have heard named are George Robertson, 
James Headle, Edwin Jones, and Mr. Tedley, 
the Staff Surgecn, killed; Captain Legrang 
died of fatigue; Major Rickets severely 
wounded ; many others that I do not know 
the names of, killed ; and many wounded and 
missing. They were expecting an attack at 
Cape Coast, by the latest intelligence, and 
they had actually sent down a vessel to get 
7000 stand of arms, which it was reported at 
Cape Coast that 1 had here. As this vessel 
will most likely call at Cape Coast, the Cap- \ 
tain will be able to give you late accounts, and 
more accurate intelligence of this dreadful 
transaction, which may yet be the cause of 
the Gold Coast being taken from us.

The writer of this article was once on board 
the Steam Boat Washington, on the Potomac 
River, propelled on the low steam pressure 
principle, when the boiler burst. 

At the moment of the disaster, the passen- 
'wers were at breakfast in the cabin. The 
rupture was on the side towards the end near- 
test the breakfast table. 

The pilot and some other persons were 
standing in the pantry when the accident hap- 
| pened, and were considerably wet with the 
| hot water, the only disadvantage of which was, 
the inconvenience of drying their clothes, and 
one of them, who received the water in his 
face complained a little. Some sweet oil was 
| applied, and he continued to perform his duty 
| without interruption. 
itis beheved his face did not blister. 

No passenger was injured in the least, al- 
though some of us sat within six feet of the 

part of the boiler that burst. On examina 
tion, it was found a rent had been made in the 
boiler of about six inches. 

A large stick of pine wood was procured 
from the wood pile, which was sawed off, 
sharpened and driven with an axe into the rent 
in the wrought iron, after which the steam 
was again raised, and without difficulty the 
trip was made to Aquia Creek, the place of 
destination, 55 miles and back. 

Had this boat been propelled upon the high 
steam principle, probably every soul in the 
| cabin would have shared the same fate with 
the unfortunate persons lately destroyed on 
board the #tna. Every reader ean judge for 
himself, from this statement, which is the most 
safe, the high or low pressure.
